Homer Hondee died at the home ot 
his daughter, Mrs, Gideon Thayer^ on 
"Wednesday afternoon, April 18, at 
the ago of 07 years and 7 months.

To Mr. and Mrs Hondeo wore bom 
six children, three of Avhom have 
passed away, whllo the remaining to 
mourn his loss are Prank Hondee of 
Callrornia and Wilbur Hendeo of 
"Waukegan and Mrs Gideon Thayer. 

The funeral Bervicos were held at 
the home hero on Saturday morning 
and interment was at Libortyvillo be- 
side his wife. 

Mr. Hendee was very active In or- 
ganizing the Libortyvillo Pair and at- 
tended each year with the exception 
of the past two years, when 111 health 
kept him confined to his home.

The," proposed vehicle tax wh^ch 
has been discussed at several meet- 
Ings was not- acted upon. The outgo- 
ing mombere thought it best to leave 
tliht matter ii'pto the members of the 
new board, ' - 

Tho new fireworks ordinance, Is as

PROCEEDINGS OF WORLD DAIRY 
CONGRESS WILL BE PRINTED 

Secretary of Agriculture "Wallace 
has delegated to Assistant 'Secretary 
Pugsley the administration of the spe- 
cial fund of $30,000 provided for In 
the last agricultural appropriation act 
"for the Interpretation, translation, 
and transcription of discussions and 
tlio printing, binding and distribution 
of the proceedings of the World's 
Dairy Congress." The act was ap- 
proved February 26. 

Tho World's Dairy Congress will 
open at Washington, D, C, and devote 
two days, October 2 and 3, to the for- 
malities ordinarily connected with 
the gathering of an intornatlinal as- 
Bcmblngo at the Capital and to the dls 
cusslon Of the broader aspects of 
dairying — scientific, commercial and 
humanitarian. On October 4 the dele- 
gates will hold sessions at Philadel- 
phia, Pa., where tho National Dairy 
Council will, give a demonstration of 
Its activities In promoting national 
health by educating the public as to 
the food value of milk and milk prod- 
ucts. On October 5 tho delegates will 
reach Syracuse, N. Y., where they will 
continue to meet mornings until Octo- 
ber 10. Afternoons the National 
Dairy Exposition will open Its dis- 
plays. Evenings will he left free for 
group and association meetings. On 
the evening of October 10 the Con- 
gress will hold an international ban- 
quet, which will probably be -the larg- 
est gathering of dairy sclontists and 
dairy leaders ever assembled. It Is 
hoped that tho appropriation will bo 
Humdent to print the discussions 
which take place at the entire nine 
days' sessions. <, 

Secretary Wallace. is honorary pres- 
ident of the World's Dairy Congress 
Association, which was formed by the 
23 national associations of tlio United 
States dairy Industry to conduct'the 
meeting, and L. A. Rogers, director of 
tho research laboratories of the Dairy 
Division, Bureau of Animal Industry, 
is chairman of tho congress program 
comniitteo. Assistant Secretary Pugs- 
ley has called a conference of repre- 
sentatives of the World's Dairy Con- 
gress Association and of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to determine 
what UBO to make of tho apprpprla- 
tlon. The papers to be published will 
be from tho pens of some of tho best 
known American and foreign research 
workers and leaders of thought in the 
dairy Industry of the world.

Tomorpow In Radio 

Right now America la radio wild. 
Over a hundred newspapers have es- 
tablished special radio sections. A 
score ot radio magazines are on the 
stands, and more aro appearing. Car- 
toonists have been bitten hard by the 
radio bug, and oven the most con- 
servative newspapers are devoting 
page after page to it 

The first months of 1922 found the 
American people In a peculiar mental 
state. They were verging on monot- 
ony. Tile war was over; prohibition 
bad lost its punch; jazz was palling, 
and tlio movies were on probation. 
We were mentally marking time — 
ripe for a new hobby. 

Just at the psychological moment 
came wave length 360, Off witli the 
old — on with the new, the country 
was rndloized. 

A wonderful, fascinating, thrilling 
chaso radio has been leading ua, but 
now It Is time to stop and take a 
breath. Let us look about and see 
where wo are running and what we 
are likely to encounter. Cleaning 
some of the dust out of our eyes won't 
take the thrill out of our now hobby, 
nnd It might save us a lot of trouble, 
' Radio Is no flash in tlie pan— no 
Idlo plaything. Everyone realizes 
that It is wonderful but It is prac- 
tical. It Is thrilling but It Is hard- 
pan science. Its possibilities numb 
our Imaginations. It exceeds our wild- 
est dreams of ten years ago. 

It has shown us such wonders In 
the last ton months that we are in- 
clined to believe It capable of almost 
anything. Wo are rabid radio fans 
now, and willing to back our marvel 
against all comers. 

Naturally we were sore. Why not? 
Has not the impossible been accom- 
plished before our very eyes? And 
If we have gone so far in so short a 
time, why can we not go Inllnitely 
further In a longer time? 

But It has not been a short, time. 
At least it cannot bo measured by 
months. Itadio has been under experi- 
ment for years. It was developed and 
extended In the great war and per- 
fected during the peace that followed. 
So It was given to us full panoplied, 
equipped for modern competition. It 
did not come to us as a new discov- 
ery, a new invention or an experi- 
ment.. It had already won Its spurs In 
practical service. 

To us, however, it Is a novelty. A 
•wonderful gift of science, but never- 
tlieless a sort of plaything. We may 
as well admit this. 

Fortunately the future of radio does 
not depend upon Its power to amuse 
and entertain us. It plays that part 
now merely that we may become ac- 
quainted with it, become dependent 
upon It 

Just what does business and science 
Intend to do with the wireless tele- 
phone? 



Not any more than thoy Intend to 
supplant the automobile with the air- 
plane. The wireless telephone will bo 
used to supplement the telephone. To 
do things that tlie telephone cannot 
dtf. 

Already radio Is giving us valuable 
service that the telephone could never 
do. Broadcasting by telephone Is im- 
practical — impossible. By radio it is 
both simple and eCTectlve. 

It Is Impossible to hold wired com- 
munication with moving objects, with 
ships at sea, or with airplanes. In the 
past we could not travel without get- 
ting out of touch with business, even 
In the ultra-modern tralus that pro- 
vided telegraph and telephone con- 
nections at every stop. 

Today trains carry radio receiving 
sets with which the business man can 
keep In constant contict with his 
business. Tomorrow radio will bo 
common equipment on all flrst-class 
trains. 

The Individual or pocket receiving 
set. Is being rapidly perfected. Its re- 
ceiving roillus Is at present limited, 
but it will he extended to a thousand 
miles within a year. 

There Is hardly a business organiz- 
ation that docs not almost daily have 
reasons to get In touch with some of 
their traveling" representatives — and 
to do so in a hurry. Yet tlio homo 
onico is helpless, imtll the- man com- 
municates with It direct. Often it Is 
too late when lie returns to his hotel 
at night There Is but one solution to 
this problem. The use of Individual 
wireless rocoivlng set With them 
the salesman can be reached at any 
time, irrespective of where he may 
be. 

It la planned that every town and 
city shall have a transmitting sta- 
tion, exactly as they have telegraph 
ofllces today. When any one receives 
a call on his small receiving set he 
win merely have to go to the nearest 
transmitting station and be connected 
with the party calling him. 

Here Is the great question of radio 
Industry. Will It be posslblo to de- 
velop transmitting sets that can bo 
carried by the individual? Radio ex- 
perts say yes. That is, they believe 
that small sending sets, of limited 
range, yet strong cnouRh to send to 
the nearest transmitting station for 
relay, will bo perfected In the next 
year. 

Whether the final development, the 
dream and goal of the radio Industry 
will ever he reached Is at present 
problematical. That dream is simply 
this. That a type of multiple trans- 
mitted be developed, that -will permit 
messages, thrown by the Individual 
sot, to be caught up by the central 
transmitting station, multiplied in 
power a thousand-fold and furled 
forth, to travel around the world if 
necessary. And the dream is that 
this shall be done automatically. This 
does not mean relayed, but simply In- 
creased in power, so that the original 
message will be seat Irom the power- 
ful transmitting station simultaneous- 
ly with the broadcasting of the mes- 
sage from the Individual set. When 
this stage has been atUilued, radio 
will know no limitations.

celved for milk by the farmora of 
Stephenson county, 111., reauUed In 
the orgnnlzntlon In Sbptombor, 1921 
of tho Stephenson County MnrkotlnJ 
company, nnU tho conatructlon of a 
modem creamery and receiving plant 
at Preeport, with receiving atatlons 
nt Damascus, Gorman Valley, Lena 
and Dakota. Tho company was in- 
corporated with a captal stock of 550 . 
000, and about GOO mcmbera. since 
that time the membership has dou- 
bled and tho capital stock has been 
Increased to ?75,000. One shipment or 
butter packed In Uns was sent to 
Cuba. A wholesale plant has been 
started at Uockford. All the property 
Including the creamery and a largo 
warehouse for storing salt, twine and 
other supplies sold to farmers, ia 
owned by tho farmer stockholders.

TO COME SOON 
There Is still time to put on Uio 
dormant apray for scale If this has 
not been done. Use 5^ gallons liquid 
"me sulphur to 50 gallons of water or 
not less than 15 lbs of dry llmo aul- 
PHur to 50 gallons of water. About 2 
gallons of spray are necessary per 
tree for 10 year old trees and up to 4 
or 5 gallons for 20 year old trees. 

The next Important spray Is when 
tie blossom buda show pink. This 
t rao use only l% gallons of liquid 
Ime sulphur to CO gallons of water or 
4 Iba of dry lime sulphur to 60 gallons 
of water. To this must bo added 1 
pound of powdered lead arsenate or 2 
lbs of paste arsenate of lead. 

Thou tho calyx spray follows wlUch 
la put on when about three fourUis 
of tho petals have fallen off, ualng 
same strength as for the "pink spray." 
Aa a considerable quantity of fruit 
haa already been killed In the south- 
ern fruit district and as the outlook 
for lessened production thia year as 
a result of the very heavy production 
last year. It Is likely going to pay 
very well to spray all our fruit this 
year. Practically all of the Illinoia 
peach crop has boon destroyed aa well 
aa the Gelrgla and Arkansas crop. 
This' will tend to make other fruit 
more valuable. 
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ORGANIZED FORCES FIGHT 

TUBERCULOSIS OF ANIMALS 
Tuberculosis of live stock Is being 
attacked on all aides. In addition to 
the large force of Federal, state and 
county veterinarians engaged In the 
nation-wide campaign for eradicating 
this disenso, there are thousands of 
accredited veterinarians asaisting 
wltli tlie work. Records of tho bureau 
of animal Industry, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, show that on 
March 1, 1923, there wero B,12Q ac- 
credited veterinarians in the United 
States. As accredited Jierds are estab- 
lished the various states turn them 
over to tlie accredited veterinarians 
who test them annually at the ex- 
pense of tiie owner. This permits 
county, state arid Federal veterinari- 
ans to devote all their time to herds 
that have not been accredited. 

Tiie Federal government keeps In 
close touch with the accredited vet- 
erinarians and furnishes them every 
few montlis with Information regard- 
ing the diseaao and any unusUal con- 
ditions thijt may be encountered In 
the herds under supervision. 

The tuberculoals-free accredited 
herd list is Increasing very rapidly. 
Tho report of tho bureau of aninml in- 
dustry Juat published shows that on 
March 1, 1923, tlioro wei^o 2'1,132 fu:iy 
accredited herds, 2C0,034 once-tested 
free herds, and 332,887 herda under 
supervision.

The bureau of animal Industry of 
the UnlteU States department of ag- 
riculture recently received in one day 
enrollment blanlis from 13G Vermont 
farmora who have Joined the "better 
sires— better atoclt" cruaade. Among 
tliora was the enrollment of H. H. 
Ueese, superintendent of the United 
Statea Morgan horse farm near Mid- 
dlelniry, Vt, wlio enrolled 228 head 
of horse, cattle, sheep and chickong. 
All of this stock is bred exclusively 
to pure-bred sires, this being a re- 
quirement for enrollment.

Plenty of Room fop Pure Breds 
A census taken by County Agent 
Watson In Floyd County, Ind., in 1921, 
showed that the county had G,177 
mllch cows, of which but 90 wero 
pure bred and registered. There were 
100 dairy bull? in use in tho county, of 
which but 19 were registered. The 
census showed that but 381 cows 
were bred to pure-bred bulla during 
the previous year. 

The county agent used those «g- 
ures In a county better-sires campaign 
to show tho farmers of tlio county the 
need of improvement in their live- 
stock brecdliig operations. As a re- 
sult of the campaign 8 pure-bred bulls 
were bought and 5 scrub bulls were 
sold to the butcher. 



Others were The Ramaker House 
on tho north shore of Fox Lake, Rob- 
ert Selter, Grass Lake; Mr. Paddock 
on Bluff Lake, now run by Mr. John- 
son. A steamer operated between 
Raymaker's and other points on Fox 
Lake and McIIenry. Some of the 
guest found this an Interesting way 
of reaching their destination.

ONE IN SEVEN HOQS KILLED 
jN '1922 SHOW TUBERCULOSIS 
Federal meat-inspection records for 
the year 1022 show that an average 
of one hog out of every seven ^slaugh- 
tered in establishments under Federal 
inspecUon during the year showed le- 
sions ftuberculosls. Altogether 39,- 
sious of tuberculosis. Altogetlier 39,- 
410,<I39 hogs wore slaughtered under 
OGl of them ehdwed lesions of the 
disease. 

Hogs are Infected principally by 
following diseased cattle In the feed 
lot and by drinking milk from tuber- 
culosis cattle. Because of the short- 
feeding period of hogs, the tubercu- 
losis lesions are usually localized; the 
head and glands of the neck are most 
commonly affected. However, It is 
estimated that In 1922 more than |2.. 
000,000 worth of pork was condemned 
as unfit for human food on account of 
tuberculosis. This Is but a part of the 
total loss sustained, by the nation on 
account of tuberculosis In hogs. Ani- 
mals affected with the disease can 
not make the best gains, and the dan- 
ger to human health Is a factor al- 
ways to be considered. 

The vigorous campaign being con- 
ducted for the- eradication of this 



dread disease has resulted up to 
March 1, 1923, In 24.132 accredited 
herds In tho United States, In which 
more than. a half million cattle have 
been pronounced free from tuborcu- 
losls. Every herd Umt is freed re- 
duces the menace to tho hog industry. 

In 1918 only 329 of the 1,257 bulls 
In service in Winnebago County, Wis.,. 
wore pure Ijred, according to reports 
to the United States department of 
agriculture. After two years of better 
sires work the number of pure-bred 
sires had Increased to G45. At the 
end of tho third year the aasessor-a 
records showed 777 pure-bred bulls In 
the county. This record shows that 
at the beginning of 1922 over half of 
the bulls in service In the county 
were pure bred. 



Experimental work by the bureau 
of animal industry, United States do- 
partment of agriculture, shows that 
good egg yields and economical re- 
sults can be secured with a wheatless 
ration for chickens.
